‘The newspaper said sympathy 
for the Fatah leaders was fer 
from being am expression of hat- 
red for Israel. 

On Monday, bwo editors of the 
Jerusalem Arab weekly “Al- 
Fajr.” Joseph Nasri and Jamil 
Hamad, were remanded for 15 


days. They were detained Sun- 
day for interrogation over a 
number of allegedly uncensored 
stories, one of which quoted a 
“pro-Palestinian” Jordantan in- 
teligence officer ag saying Is- 
raeti and Jordanian intelligence 
had a meeting in BHilat shorlly 
before the Beirut Operation. “Al- 
Fajr” mourned the three dead 
Fatah men as “martyrs of 15- 
raeli-Jordanian collaboration.” 

The bwo editors are said. to 
have denied to police the authen- 
ticity of the story, but they are 
reportedly atill being interroga- 
ted over their newspaper's work. 

Jordan called the collabora- 
tion claim “completely unfound- 
ad” and accused “Al-Fajr” of 
serving Israeli intelligence. 

Jordanian Information Minis- 
ter Adman Abu Oudeh charged 
that Israeli intelligence inspired 
the story to cause tension be- 
tween Jordan and the West Bank, 
and that Israel then arrested the 
editors to lend an aura of au- 
thentieity to the report. 

In an interview on Amman 
Radio, Abu Oudeh also alleged 
that the terrorists endorsed the 
story: in order to cover up their 
failure fo the Beirut raid.

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COUNCIL DEBATE EXPECTED TO LAST ALL WEEK . 
Arab diplomats expect full-scale 
U.N. review of Middle East crisis 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). — 
The Security Council's current 
debate on last week's Israeli com- 
mando raids on Beirut and Sidon 
will almost certainly be followed 
by the first full-scale review of the 
deadlocked Middle East crisis 
since 1967, Arab diplomats here 
believe. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister Moham- 
med Hassan e-Zayyat, who flew to 
New York to take part in the 
Ccunctl's deliberations, said on Mon- 
day his country would seek the re- 
view — including a full report on 
the mission of U.N. peace envoy 
Gunnar Jarring. The Jarring mission 
has been at a standstill for the 
past two years. 

“The Council and the world it re- 
preazents have certainly the right 
end the duty to kuow whether 
peace efforts in the Middle Hast 
neve reached a dead end," e-Zayyat 
caid.

Its terms 
have not yet been disclosed here, al- 
though the authoritative Egyptian 
newspaper “Al Ahram” sald Egypt 
had asked Council members to ap- 
prove @ draft condemning Israel for 
tthe forays into Lebanon and calling 
for a pledge to desist from future mi- 
litary action. The draft waa being 
worked out this way to avoid a 
possible U.S. veto should it include 
any proposal to expel Israel from 
the ULN,, the newspaper said. 

Dr. e-Zayyat predicted that there 
was little chance of adoption of any 
resolution calling for coercive mea- 
sures against Israel “as long as there 
is a veto and that veto is left to 
the Government of Israel” 

“The Council and the world it 
represents have certainly the right 
and the duty to know whether peace 
efforts in the Middle East have 
reached a dead end,” the Egyptian 
Minister said, adding: “Certainly we 
all have the right to know where 
the responsibility for the present 
situation lies." 

Dr. e-Zayyat was less critical of 
the U.S. and its support of Israel 
than many diplomats expected. But 
he observed that it was “unbellev- 
able that Israel continues to re- 
eaive.an ever-increasing and massive 
military economic azsistance from 
the United States." 

Israeli ambassador Yosef Tekoah 
rejoined that the world and Israel 
were weary of listening to Egypt 
and other Arab states “invoking 
one-sided resolutions" which brushed 
aside legitimate Israeli interests.

in Japan 
TOKYO (AP). — Japan's railroad 
workers staged a massive strike 
yesterday—and the average Japan- 
ese worker came through with a 
display of firm determination to 
get to work 

Some jogged to their offices. 
Others rode bicycles. But most wait- 
ed,in a drizzle for trains which 
came hours late — something un- 
heard of on normal days when ser- 
vice is punctual to the minute. 

A number of workers tried driv- 
ing and were stalled in bumper-to- 
bumper traffic into cities. 

The strike began at midnight at 
more than 200 train stations 
throughout the country. In some 
areas, non-union railway workers 
operated abbreviated services. Pri- 
vate lines, subways and buses also 
‘were affected by short, early strikes 
but their operations returned to 
normal by the morning rush hour. 

Railway officials said the strike 
inconvenienced some six million 
commuters before the union called 
it of at 10:30 am. after rea 
8. compromise with the Japan Na- 
tional Raikways Corporation on 
shorter working hours and other 
conditions. 

With passengers turning to sub- 
ways, buses and private railways, 
the infrequent trains that the JNR 
managed to run often were less 
packed than usual. Normally some 
stations hire pushers to jam more 
commuters Into packed trains. 
“There were no pushers today,” a 
passenger ‘commented.
